PROPAGATION FORECAST 
Nov. 15 - Dec. 19, 1979

The solar flux has been running like mad and it looks like it will continue to do so 
for this next forevast periok. The index should run around 160 - 165 this next period. 
The geomagnetic activity during fiis period will be fairly active, but not too noisy. 


For the ARRL CW slot Nov 3-4 it does not lood like the best conditions | see low 
normal, but since this is primarily a USA, state-side contest it should not be too bad. 
For the ARRL Phone, again it does not look too good, about the same as the CW, 

( just add 12.5 days for the major low normal cycles) Nov3~ 12.5 ect. however, you 
lucky dogs, the CQ WWDX-CW is going to be real hot. High to above normal, 

you ain't gonna see that again for another 22 years. 


Start out on 20 ( don't forget it is going to be dark this time we are on EST ) stay 
on 20 until 2000-2200 move to forty-stoy on forty till 0600 and go to twenty to about 
1000, switch to fifteen to 1200 then from 12 to 1800, ten will be hot, then drop back 
to fifteen til 2000, then back to twenty and forty.

Amateurs whose licenses or upgrades were obtained by fraud will soon be the subject 
of enforcement action, as a result of last Thursday's Commission meeting. In addition, 
a number of commission empoyees who've received callsigns in a manner " inconsistent” 
with Commission procedures soon wil! be receiving new callsigns. 
Some 50 people in the first category were identified as a resuli of the FBI investi- 
gation that began in Indianapolis back in June, 1977.Many of them along with other 
Amateurs who may have taken part in fraudulent licensing schemes, will be facing 
revocation or suspension proceedings. About 40 FCC empbdyees, along with a number 
of other Amateurs, were found to have received special callsign treatment. Of those 
with the FCC, all but about a dozen have already surrendered their calls and are a 
awaiting new ones from the current groups. The Commissioners dso ordered that those 
other staffers have their calls replaced as well. | No action is planned against non- 
FCC Amateurs who received special callsign treatment in the past. 
( H.R. REPORT )

in the Dodecanese as SVO@AA/5. The operation will be CW only, 25 kHz up from 
the band edges.
